A large  percentage  of  quarrymen  work  underground,  some 
down  to  700  feet,  and  the  rest  work  in  Mills  on  the  surface,  where 
there  is  a great  deal  of  dust  created  in  sawing  and  dressing  the 
slate.

Glinics  and  Treatment  Centres 

The  Child  Welfare  Centre  is  held  fortnightly  at  the 
Bowydd  Chapel  Vestry  (in  the  centre  of  the  town)  at  2 p.m. 
The  accommodation  is  all  that  could  be  desired. 

Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal  Gases 

The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  has  arranged  a 
series  of  these  clinics  which  are  held  periodically  by  Mr.  J. 
Gardiner  Wigley,  F.R.C.S.,  Chester. 

Orthopaedic  Clinics 

Held  fortnightly  at  the  Women’s  Institute.  The  clinic  is 
visited  regularly  by  the  Orthopaedic  Surgeon. 

School  Glinics 

The  County  Medical  Officer  of  Health  arranged  these 
clinics,  and  I should  like  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the 
thorough  and  efficient  manner  in  which  this  work  was  carried  out 
during  the  first  part  of  1948. 
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Tuberculosis  Clinics 

This  work  is  cari-ied  out  under  the  auspices  of  the  King 
Edward  VII  Welsh  National  Memorial  Association. 

The  County  Tuberculosis  Physician  attends  the  Clinic  at 
Wynne  Road,  on  Friday  of  each  week  at  11  a.m. 

The  Clinic  has  an  excellent  X-Ray  plant  and  is  valuable 
for  ALL  CHEST  conditions  whether  tubercle  or  not. 

I desire  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  excellent  work 
done  by  Dr.  Jackson  and  Dr.  Pick  at  the  Memorial  Clinics. 

Treatment  Centre  of  Venereal  Diseases 

This  Clinic  is  held  at  the  Hospital  on  Mondays  4 — 6 p.m. 
for  Male  and  Female  Patients.  Dr.  Vernon  Williams  is  the 
Specialist  in  Charge. 

Hospitals 

There  is  one  Hospital  in  the  district.  The  Ffestiniog  and 
District  Memorial  Hospital — situated  in  the  centre  of  the  Town — 
overlooking  Cwmbowydd  Valley. 

It  is  a Cottage  Hospital  for  General  and  Medical  Cases.  It 
has  19  beds,  and  is  available  for  persons  residing  in  the  following 
parishes  — Dolwyddelen,  Penmachno,  Ffestiniog,  Maentwrog, 
Trawsfynydd,  Llanfrothen,  Penrhyndeudraeth,  Talsarnau, 
Harlech,  Llanfair  and  Llanbedr. 

The  Ffestiniog  U.D.  Council  has  a representative  on  the 
Committee  of  Management. 

The  Hospital  is  very  well  equipped  for  any  major  opera- 
tion and  possesses  an  operating  Theatre.  An  X-Ray  plant  has 
been  installed  with  all  the  latest  electro-medical  equipment. 

A Physiotherapy  Department  has  been  established  by  the 
Hospital  and  is  held  temporarily  at  the  St.  David’s  Church 
Guild  until  the  new  Centre  will  be  opened  at  Towyn  Road. 

All  forms  of  Physical  and  Electrical  treatment  are 
available. 

Open  Monday  to  Friday  : 9.30  a.m. — 5.30  p.m. 

The  Hospital  is  doing  splendid  work. 

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
Water  Supply 

The  whole  district,  except  for  some  farm  houses  and  a few 
isolated  houses,  is  supplied  with  a constant  and  sufficient  supply 
of  water  from  the  Morwynion  Lake. 

Bacteriological  Examinations  of  the  main  water  supply 
have  shown  it  to  be  satisfactory,  being  Ministry  of  Health 
Classification  I. 
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The  Chemical  analysis  carried  out  by  the  Emergency 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Conway,  shows  that  it  has  a p.h.  value 
of  6.0  with  no  temporary  hardness,  but  slight  trace  of  permanent 
hardness.  It  has  a marked  erosive  and  some  solvent  action  on 
bright  lead. 

The  Analyst’s  Report  states  that  the  water  is  chemically 
satisfactory The  water  mains  are  bitumen  coated  cast  iron  and 
galvanised  iron,  with  copper  and  galvanised  iron  service  pipes  to 
premises. 

The  Water  Supply  of  the  area  is  satisfactory  in  quality 
and  sufficient  in  quantity. 

The  Morwynion  Lake  is  a mountain  lake  and  the  catchment 
area  is  free  from  all  dangers  of  human  pollution.  The  water  is 
mechanically  filtered,  chlorinated,  and  treated  with  Sulphate  of 
Alumina  and  Lime  at  the  Garreglwyd  Filter-house. 

Five  samples  of  water  were  taken  during  the  year,  all  of 
which  were  reported  to  be  satisfactory. 

Samples  are  bacteriologically  examined  at  the  Emergency 
Public  Health  Laboratory,  Conway.  45  samples  were  taken  from 
private  sources,  some  of  which  were  reported  to  be 
unsatisfactory. 

The  proportion  of  dwelling  houses  and  proportion  of 
population  supplied  by  public  mains  direct  to  houses  is  97  per 
cent.  By  means  of  stand  pipes  and  wells  3 per  cent. 

Sewerage  and  Drainage 

During  the  year  sewers  were  maintained  and  repairs 
cari'ied  out  when  necessary.  A full  maintenance  treatment  for 
Rodent  Control  was  carried  out  on  all  main  sewers. 

Rivers  and  Streams 

No  special  action  was  taken  during  the  year,  apart  from 
cleaning  certain  parts  of  the  rivers  near  habitable  dwellings 
when  found  necessary.  Full  maintenance  treatment  for  Rodent 
Control  was  carried  out  on  two  rivers. 

Closet  Accommodation 

Two  pail  closets  were  converted  into  a water  closet 
during  the  year. 

Public  Cleansing 

There  has  been  no  change  in  the  method  of  collection  and 
disposal  of  house  refuse  in  the  district  during  the  year.  The 
removal  of  refuse  is  carried  out  weekly  in  practically  the  whole 
of  the  district,  and  some  parts  of  Tanygrisiau  are  done  twice 
weekly.  The  work  is  done  by  direct  labour,  except  in  the  Llan 
and  a part  of  the  Manod  districts,  which  are  done  by  contracts.

Other  Housing  Remarks 

No  Demolition  Orders  were  made  during  the  year.  Per- 
mission has  been  granted  to  the  few  owners  of  Houses  scheduled 
for  demolition,  to  let  for  duration  only,  to  families  approved 
by  the  Council.  Such  houses  will  be  demolished  when  alterna- 
tive accommodation  is  available.  Cement  was  in  very  short 
supply  in  the  area  during  the  summer  months  and  in  conse- 
quence much-needed  i-epairs  to  homes  and  other  buildings  had 
to  be  postponed. 
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290  houses  are  required  for  slum  clearance  and  to  abate 
overcrowding.  Seven  iiew  houses  were  completed  and  let  on  the 
Fron  Fawr  site  during  the  year,  letting  being  carried  out 
according  to  a points  system. 

Lay-out  plans  have  been  completed  for  filling  gaps  on 
other  sites.  The  Glasdo  and  Glasfryn  sites  are  not  being  pro- 
ceeded with  at  present.  Both  sites  and  lay-out  plans  have  been 
approved  by  the  Welsh  Board  of  Health  and  the  Town  and 
Country  Planning  Committee.

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Report  on  Meat  Inspection  at  Slaughter-House  During  1948 

During  the  year  ended  31st  December,  1948,  2,313 
animals  were  slaughtered  at  the  Local  Ministry  of  Food 
Slaughtering  Centre,  a decrease  of  391  animals  as  compared  with 
1947,  but  attention  must  be  drawn  to  the  fact  that  the  slaughter- 
house was  closed  for  repairs  for  five  weeks  (24/9/48 — 29/10/48) 
during  which  period  78  cattle,  489  sheep  and  one  calf  allocated 
to  this  area  were  slaughtered  for  us  at  the  Portmadoc 
Slaughtering  Centre.

The  quantity  of  meat  fnd  offal  condemned  as  unfit  for 
human  consumption  was  6,693  lbs. 

Of  the  289  cattle  slaughtered  32,  or  11%,  were  found  to 
be  affected  from  tuberculosis.  Three  were  classified  as  general- 
ized tuberculosis  and  the  whole  carcase  and  offal  condemned, 
and  the  other  29  were  classified  as  being  affected  with  localized 
tuberculosis  and  only  the  affected  part  or  parts  were  condemned.

Ten  samples  of  ice  cream  were  taken  during  the  year,  of 
which  three  satisfactorily  passed  the  Methylene  Blue  test  and 
were  classified  by  the  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory  as 
Provisional  Grade  I,  the  others  being  two  in  Grade  II,  one  in 
Grade  III  and  four  in  Grade  IV.  The  five  small  ice  cream  pro- 
ducers in  this  area  have  all  complied  as  to  the  equipment 
requirements  with  the  exception  of  recording  thermometers,  of 
the  Ice  Cream  (Heat  Treatment)  Regulations  1947.

The  notification  of  Tuberculosis  is  satisfactory  in  the  area. 

No  action  was  taken  in  cases  of  wilful  neglect  or  refusal 
to  notify. 

Fibroid  phthisis  is  prevalent  among  Quarrymen,  and  slate 
dust  predisposes  the  Quarrymen  to  Pulmonary  Tuberculosis 

The  unhealthy  conditions  prevailing  underground  in  some 
of  the  Quarries  render  the  men  more  liable  to  tuberculosis 
infection. 

Since  the  Clinic  (King  Edward  VII  Memorial  Association) 
was  opened  a few  years  ago,  it  has  proved  that  Silicosis  is  pre- 
valent among  Slate  Quarrymen,  more  especially  among  under- 
ground workers. 

Since  1940  the  Silicosis  Act  has  been  extended  to  include 
on  its  Schedule — Slate  Mining — so  as  to  cover  all  workmen  em- 
ployed underground  at  the  Ffestiniog  Quarries. 

Cancer 

No  special  facilities  are  available  for  the  diagnosis  and 
treatment  of  Cancer. 

Twelve  men  and  eleven  women  died  of  Cancer  during 
the  year. 


Prevention  of  Blindness 

No  action  was  taken  under  Section  176  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  for  the  prevention  of  blindness  or  for  the  treat- 
ment of  persons  suffering  from  any  disease  or  injury  to  the  eyes. 

GENERAL 

21  cases  of  Infectious  diseases  (apart  from  Tuberculosis) 
were  notified  during  the  year. 

15  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  were  notified  during  the  year. 
No  deaths  occurred. 

One  case  of  Diphtheria  was  notified  during  the  year.  No 
deaths. 
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Three  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  were  notified  during  the 
year.  No  deaths. 

Twelve  men  and  eleven  women  died  of  Cancer  during  the 

year. 


The  examination  of  swabs  for  Diphtheria  is  being  carried 
out  by  the  Emergency  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Brynhyfryd, 
Conway.  This  laboratory  also  undertakes  the  examination  of 
Pathological  and  Bacteriological  specimens  and  water  analysis. 
It  is  doing  excellent  work. 

There  is  no  hospital  accommodation  for  Measles  and 
Whooping  Cough  in  the  area. 

A supply  of  Anti-Diphtheria  Serum  is  always  kept  by  the 
M.O.H.  for  the  use  of  Medical  Practitioners  in  the  area. 

No  primary  or  re-vaccination  were  performed  by  the 
M.O.H.  under  the  Public  Health  (Smallpox  Prevention)  Regu- 
lations, 1917. 

There  were  no  cases  of  locally  contracted  Anthrax  or 
Rabies  reported. 

The  Local  Authority  provide  the  necessary  expenditure 
for  the  immunisation  of  school  children  against  Diphtheria  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  M.O.H.
